The speculation is over: Carol 
Moffatt is running for reeve of 
Algonquin Highlands township. 

Moffatt, who has served as 
one of the township’s two Ward 
2 councillors for the past term, 
announced late last week that she 
will be seeking the municipali- 
ty’s top political seat in the Oct. 25 
municipal election. 

“T have taken a long time to 
make that decision,” Moffatt told 
the Times Monday. “I wanted to 
make sure it was right with me 
and my family and the commu- 
nity.” 

She has been polling residents 
for some time, asking what they 


thought of the idea of her run- 
ning for reeve, and response has 
been overwhelmingly positive, 
she said. 

“People are saying they want 
change,” Moffatt said. 

It was largely the political proc- 
ess involved in advancing the 
Stanhope Airport expansion 
project that has pushed her to 
seek the reeve’s chair. 

“T’ve found that process dis- 
appointing,” she said, adding 
that she thought council has had 
franker discussions about landfill 
hours than it has about the con- 
troversial project that would build 
a second, 1,220-metre runway at 
the airport.

Bell tolls for lrondale’s h

Built in 1887, Irondale’s St. John’s Anglican 
Church is closing its doors at the end of this 
month and some members of the community 
are hoping Minden Hills township will pur- 
chase the building and maintain it as a herit- 
age site. 

A special ceremony Sunday morning was 
given by Bishop Linda Nicholls of the Anglican 
Diocese of Toronto, which owns the church. 

“I know today is a bittersweet day,’ Nicholls 
told the congregation, which was larger than 
usual for the special ceremony. “I know some 
will be angry. Angry at me.” 

Nicholls, who looks after about 60 churches 
throughout Peterborough, Durham, the 
Kawarthas and Haliburton, said the decision 
to close the church had been a difficult one 
and that she’d asked herself some tough ques- 
tions. 

“If this is God’s house, why has God not pre- 
served it?” 

Unfortunately, Nicholls said, there were 
simply no longer enough people using the 
church in Irondale, that it was struggling 
to find enough people to carry out all of the 
required duties and that the diocese was 
struggling to find enough money to keep it 
open. 

“The community in the way in which it is 
gathered, is not sustainable,” she said. “We live 
in a world that is very litigious and insurance 
is expensive. And becoming more expensive.” 

The decision to close the church “was a 
painful decision and not one that was made 
easily,’ Nicholls said. 

Change is constantly occurring, she said, 
and noting that the last 50 years especially 
have seen a change in lifestyles, change that 
has moved a number a people away from the 
church. 

While Nicholls said that places do become 
sacred, “the most important legacy of St. 
John’s is you,” she told the congregation, hop- 
ing that they would keep the memory of St 
John’s alive and continue their spiritual life at 
another church. 

Built and donated to the community as 
a non-denominational church by pioneer 
Charles Pusey, the church was sold to the dio- 
cese for $50 in 1901. 

Now, former Snowdon reeve and church 
member George Simmons is hoping Minden 
Hills township will purchase the church and 
maintain it as a heritage site. 

Last year, the township purchased Twelve 
Mile Lake Church and its cemetery, Simmons 
pointed out. However council made that deci- 
sion largely in order to be able to expand the 
cemetery. 

Built in the late 19th century, that church is 
maintained mostly by a citizens’ group. 

Simmons, who said he’s requested to make 
a presentation to Minden Hills council at its 
Aug. 26 meeting, also had record showing 
that the Essonville Historic Church had been 
sold to Highlands East township for just a dol- 
lar, and said he was hoping the diocese might 
give the township an equally good deal on the 
Irondale church. 

There will be two more regular Sunday serv- 
ices at the church on Aug. 22 and 29.

Bear sightings 
drop this summer

If you're an Algonquin Highlands resident 
and you feel like there’s been considerably 
fewer incidents involving black bears in the 
area this summer, you're right. 

The Minden Ministry of Natural Resources 
office confirmed last week that reports of 
bears in the township, especially in the Halls 
and Hawk lake areas, are way down from last 
summer. 

Scott Bird is the senior fish and wildlife 
specialist for the Minden and Bancroft areas 
and said that by Aug. 8, 2009, the Minden 
office had received 375 calls about bears, 128 
of them coming from the area that was for- 
merly Stanhope township. 

As of Aug. 8 of this year, Bird said the office 
had received 186 bear-related calls, just 19 of 
them from the Stanhope area. 

“Human-bear conflict is greatly influ- 
enced by the availability of natural foods for 
bears,” Bird said. “The potential for problem 
bear activity increases in years when natural 
food sources are less abundant, causing the 
bears to search for alternative food sources. 
This year has been a good natural food year 
for the bears.” 

Last year, alternative food sources 
included food and garbage from the kitch- 
ens and sheds of numerous residents in the 
Halls and Hawk lake areas had led to a steady 
stream of complaints. Eventually, the minis- 
try began trapping and relocating bears and 


at least one problem bear was killed. 

This year, the ministry hasn’t relocated any 
bears from the area, Bird said. 

Last summer, many residents blamed the 
electric fencing that keeps the bears from 
the Little Hawk landfill for the spike in bear 
activity. 

While the fencing was installed in 2007, 
the ministry had said it could sometimes 
take dump bears six or seven years to reac- 
quaint themselves with the forest. 

“We believe that some bears have dis- 
persed from the landfill and have reverted 
back to natural food sources in the forest,’ 
Bird said. “Bear-proofing the landfills has 
many advantages such as reducing human- 
bear interaction, increasing the longevity of 
the landfill, is more cost-effective, can reduce 
an artificial increase in the bear population 
and reduce human habituation.’ 

Bird also hopes the decrease in bear activ- 
ity is a result of people becoming more cog- 
nizant of keeping bears away. 

“T like to think people are becoming 
more aware of bear behaviour and potential 
attractants and therefore seem to be experi- 
encing few problems,” he said. “By limiting 
our attractants this will help reduce human- 
bear conflicts. Trapping, relocating or dis- 
patching bears does not keep bears out of 
our neighbourhoods, it only buys the indi- 
viduals some time to remove the attractants 
before another bear moves in.”

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Into the unglamorous world of the working writer 


Literary Festival's 
authors share their day- 
to-day realities

Attendees of last weekend’s R.D. Law- 
rence Literary Festival were taken inside 
of the minds of some impressive Canadian 
writers. 

The festival, which brought together six 
award-winning authors as well as local tal- 
ent, ran at the Minden Hills Cultural Centre 
on Aug. 13 and 14. 

Five of the festival’s six guests joined R.D. 
Lawrence Place coordinator Sheryl Loucks 
for a panel discussion on Friday evening 
where the writers talked about their craft. 

“Eighty per cent of what we do is about 
language,’ said Antanas Seleika, director of 
the Humber School of Writers, explaining 
in his eyes, subject matter takes a distant 
backseat to form. 

Seleika, who had mentored fellow festi- 
val guests Robert Rotenberg and Michelle 
Berry, said they had been a “temperamen- 
tal match,” and despite their different writ- 
ing stylings, he’d asked them to edit each 
other’s work. 

Berry, who teaches writing at the univer- 
sity level and has been contracted to write 
the novel for the CBC television series Being 
Erica, edited Rotenberg’s Old City Hall, a 
murder-mystery released last year that has 
been translated into nine languages and is 
being made into a miniseries for CTV. 

Berry took pride in the fact that she 
talked Rotenberg, a former magazine edi- 
tor and criminal lawyer, into keeping in a 
character that he was going to axe, one that 
has become a favourite character for some 
of those who have read the book. 

“T feel sort of like a mother,” Berry said. 
“Like my child has gone out and done 
well.” 

Loucks asked poet Betsy Struthers what 
her first paying gig as a writer had been and 
for Struthers it had had been writing copy 
for advertisements. 

“Tt was really depressing writing ads for 
refrigerators and stuff,” she said. 

Eventually, Struthers took a university

course in poetry, studying poets “who of 
course were all men, and dead,” she said. 

By the time she was finished her course, 
she’d had five poems accepted by two mag- 
azines and has since been named the best 
female poet in Canada. 

Fellow poet Thomas Scott had also 
worked in advertising as a copy editor, 
where he'd kept his poetry writing a secret. 

“That wasn’t very manly,” Scott said. 

Loucks asked if there was some connec- 
tion between poetry and writing ads and 
Scott said there was a minimalist ethic that 
was applicable to both. 

One attendee wanted to know what the 
lifestyle of a writer was really like. 

“It’s never like what you see in the mov- 
ies,” Seleika responded, adding that the 
wealthy, brandy-sipping-type of novelist 
often portrayed in fiction is just that. 

“You have to have a day job,” Struthers 
said. 

While no longer writing ad copy for a liv- 
ing, she does have a job as a literary editor. 

Still, while the life of a writer may not be 
as glamorous as Hollywood would have one 


believe, Seleika said it still has its attractive 
qualities. 

“We get to tell ourselves stories all day 
long,” he said. “When you grow up, most 
people don’t get to do that.” 

The writers, who also included Gemini 
award-winning screenwriter and children’s 
author Ed Kay, held readings and work- 
shops throughout Friday and Saturday and 
the event wrapped up Saturday afternoon 
with an open mike session for local poets 
and songwriters.

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Trails Council 
wants to help 
county's trails

Managing trails can be tricky business and the Ontario 
Trails Council wants to help Haliburton County with its 
trail management. 

Patrick Connor, a director with the council, spoke to 
members of the county’s economic development commit- 
tee at an Aug. 11 meeting. 

“Right off the bat, trails are complicated business,” Con- 
nor said, explaining that some of the multi-use trails the 
council has dealt with have had up to 18 user groups. 

The council is a provincial organization supported by 
the Ontario Trails Strategy, a member of the Canadian 
Trails Federation and the Economic Developers Council of 
Ontario. 

Connor said the council serves some 130 organizations, 
representing approximately 500,000 trail users. 

“We know a lot about trails,” he said, embarking ona 
slide presentation showing numerous statistics the coun- 
cil has acquired from the study of more than 1,500 trails in 
the province. 

Walking is by far the most dominant activity on trails 
across the province, Connor said. 

Only 207 of those 1,500 trails have wheelchair access; 333 
allow motorized uses, but of those, only 23 permit ATVs 
and 16 permit motorcycles. 

It is fairly common for snowmobile clubs to have sole use 
of trails during the winter months and Connor said snow- 
mobile organizations return the most money to municipal- 
ities. 

Good trail master plans are key to healthy trail manage- 
ment, he said, and informed committee members that the 
council had 27 master plan models on its website. 

“We're not here to make any decision for you,” he said, 
adding that it is important to de-politicize trail manage- 
ment as much as possible. 

Connor went on to say that he thought the province 
should have a provincewide master plan to govern trail 
use. 

While Connor didn’t mention the Haliburton County 
Rail Trail specifically during his presentation, Dysart et al 
Reeve Murray Fearrey joked that the county didn’t need 
any help managing the controversial corridor. 

Last month, county council voted to deny Enduro 9off- 
road motorcycle) bikes access to the Rail Trail. The contro- 
versial issue had divided members of the public and coun- 
cillors themselves, with a motion to allow the bikes a trial 
on the trail dying in deadlock after heated discussion. 

Councillors have agreed that not enough time and effort 
has been put into the management of the Rail Trail and 
while they agreed a thorough review of the trail’s master 
plan is necessary, they decided to leave the matter for the 
incoming council to deal with. 

The committee accepted Connor’s presentation for infor- 
mation.

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Industrial Road businesses want 
more exposure, highway billboard

Business owners on Haliburton’s Industrial Park Road 
are asking the county for increased signage indicating the 
location of their businesses. 

At a county roads committee meeting on Aug. 11, coun- 
cillors received a letter from Lise Ainsley of Koshlong 
Marina and Ainsley’s Cottage Decor and Gifts requesting 
more signage in the area. 

“The Industrial Park Road businesses feel the need for 
more than just a road sign indicating the entrance to the 
business compound,’ the letter read. “A billboard along 
highway indicating that Haliburton has an industrial park 
would be of great benefit.” 

The letter was signed by several of the road’s business 


owners. 

Councillors were receptive to the idea, with Dysart et 
al Reeve Murray Fearrey saying a billboard along County 
Road 21 wouldn’t be a bad idea. 

Roads superintendent Doug Ray suggested that simply 
enlarging the road sign would be an easy and cost-effec- 
tive method for the county to address the request and 
chief administrative officer Jim Wilson said in a munic- 
ipality he’d worked in previously, its industrial park had 
a fingerboard sign indicating the addresses of its busi- 
nesses. 

“It looked not too bad,” Wilson said. 

Ray said he thought such a sign could be dangerous 
since motorists would stop to read the sign. 

Committee members voted to receive the letter and 
refer it to Dysart et al council. 


Cottage signs may be banned on county roads

Cottage identification signs on county roads will have 
to be removed by May of next year if a recommendation 
from the county roads committee is approved by county 
council later this month. 

At an Aug.11 roads committee meeting, engineering 
and 911 manager Roy Haig said the county had been 
receiving complaints about the signs many cottagers use 
to indicate to guests where their cottages are located. 

Haig said callers had concerns about the visual impair- 
ment and subsequent safety risks posed by the signs and 
said most calls had been concerning county roads 8 and 
12. 

Some callers were disappointed in the county’s failure 
to enforce its sign bylaw. 

“It’s something that we can’t enforce consistently,” Haig 
said, adding that some people would inevitably be disap- 
pointed by the bylaw. “Some people feel it’s a Haliburton 
County tradition.” 

Committee members thought it was necessary to give 
affected residents a lengthy time frame in which to make 


adjustments. 

Haig said it could be as simple as making sure guests 
have specific directions on how to find cottages. 

“I think it’s a matter of educating the visitors,” he said. 

Haig did, however, note the county has a problem with 
people stealing road signs during the summer months 
and Dysart et al Reeve Murray Fearrey expressed con- 
cern that many vehicles’ GPS systems do not work in the 
county. 

Algonquin Highlands Reeve Eleanor Harrison sug- 
gested the county should be sending letters of notifica- 
tion to affected residents. 

While Haig said he thought that was not a bad idea, he 
said it would entail sending out approximately 3,000 let- 
ters. 

Roads superintendent Doug Ray said perhaps the 
county could start by mailing notices to residents in the 
Kawabata Lake area, where most of the complaints had 
originated. 

Cottage signs on private property are allowed to remain 
and Haig has recommended those on lower-tier town- 
ship roads be allowed to remain with permission from 
the township.

against proceeding with the airport project 
since 2007 and is the only council member 
who continues to oppose it, said she was 
disappointed with the response of her col- 
leagues when she presented research she’d 
done into the project, in particular research 
that indicated the new runway would not 
be able to accommodate medical evacua- 
tion aircraft. 

“The answer I got was, ‘Ah... thank you,” 
she said. While Moffatt is not promising to 
crush the expansion project if elected, she 
is promising to listen to what the township’s 
taxpayers have to say about it and said 
the project needs to be slowed down and 
reevaluated. “What’s the rush?” and “no 
one’s listening,’ are the two most common 
comments Moffatt’s heard from constitu- 
ents regarding the controversial project. 

Moffatt, 46, said she’s learned a lot about 
the municipal political process in the past 
four years. 

“It’s interesting; it’s frustrating; it’s amus- 
ing; it’s frustrating,” she said. “But at the end 
of the day, you feel like you’ve contributed.”

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Devolin responds to 
Stanhope Airport issue 


To the Editor, 


In recent weeks, I have received dozens 
of letters regarding Stanhope Airport. I have 
read and considered each one carefully. 
Given that these letters all deal with the 
same issues, I have decided to write a single 
response. I have also decided to make this 
response public so that all interested par- 
ties know where I stand. 

As many of you know, the future and 
potential of Stanhope Airport has been a 
topic of debate for many, many years. Hav- 
ing grown up in Haliburton County, I have 
been aware of this discussion most of my 
life. 

When Budget 2009 was tabled a year 
and a half ago, there was an opportunity 
through the Building Canada program for 
municipalities to receive one-third federal 
and one-third provincial assistance with 
local infrastructure priorities. 

Municipalities across Canada identified 
their local priorities and submitted appli- 
cations for assistance. In Algonquin High- 
lands, the priority identified was the reha- 
bilitation and expansion of Stanhope Air- 
port. 

As your federal Member of Parliament, 
I believe it is my job to assist and support 
local councils. As such, I have been work- 
ing hard, together with MPP Rick Johnson, 
to do what I can to assist the 11 munici- 
pal governments in Haliburton-Kawartha 
Lakes-Brock to achieve their objectives. 

During this period, I have been 
approached by residents and groups in 
many municipalities who do not agree with 
their local council’s choice of priorities. In 
each case, I have said that locally elected 
councils speak for their municipalities, 
and my job is to support them, not to sec- 
ond-guess or overrule their decisions. This 
answer has not always been popular. 

In general, Building Canada projects are 
proceeding well across Canada, Ontario, 
and this riding. Important infrastructure is 
being improved or replaced, and jobs have 
been created during this period of glo- 
bal economic uncertainty. In some cases, 
projects are taking longer than expected. In 
a few cases, there is a risk that projects will 
not go forward at all, and a major opportu- 
nity for local economic development may 
be lost. 

In the case of Algonquin Highlands, the 
Stanhope Airport project is taking longer 
than expected. As a result, I suggested sev- 


eral months ago that work should proceed 
immediately on rehabilitation of existing 
facilities, so that the opportunity to receive 
66 per cent federal and provincial funding 
would not be lost entirely if plans for air- 
port expansion were unable to proceed. (In 
my view, it is unfortunate that this has not 
happened.) 

More recently, a new issue has emerged 
across Ontario. The fact that municipal elec- 
tions will be held in October has become 
increasingly relevant because ongoing 
Building Canada projects are certain to be 
key issues in some municipal election cam- 
paigns. 

In Algonquin Highlands, the environ- 
mental assessment process has meant that 
major construction on Stanhope Airport 
has not yet begun. Officials at the Canadian 
Environmental Assessment Agency have 
said they expect to table their final deci- 
sion in late August. This means that work 
is unlikely to begin before early September 
- less than two months before the munici- 
pal election. 

As stated earlier, I believe that my role 
as MP is to support and assist local coun- 
cils in achieving their priorities. As we 
approach the municipal elections, I retain 
this responsibility to current councils, but 
I also have a responsibility to ensure that 
new councils elected in October will have 
the same opportunity to proceed with their 
priorities - and to keep promises made dur- 
ing their election campaigns. 

I respect the rights of current councils to 
proceed with their priorities, but I ask them 
to respect the rights of future councils to 
do the same thing. Decisions should not 
be made at the 11th hour that bind future 
councils’ ability to do their jobs. 

In a broader context, this municipal elec- 
tion campaign will provide an excellent 
opportunity for a fulsome public discus- 
sion about these issues, so that whoever is 
elected on Oct. 25 will arrive in office with 
a mandate to proceed with recently identi- 
fied priorities. 

I encourage every voter to participate in 
the municipal election campaign by sup- 
porting candidates who reflect their values 
and points of view. And finally, we should 
never forget how lucky we are to live ina 
great democracy like Canada.

Gary Schultz is fed up with Algonquin 
Highlands council. 

That’s why the Oxtongue Lake resident 
has decided that he will be running for the 
position of Ward 3 councillor in the Octo- 
ber municipal election.

Schultz said he’s not fighting to stop the 
expansion project, but to have more dis- 
cussion about it.

When you reach a certain age some things are just bet- 
ter left to the imagination and reward comes from the 
experience and effort shared with good people rather 
than besting another. 

That’s what I kept telling myself when I was slogging 
up the 100th hill with no the end in sight for the second 
annual Minden 150, which was put on by the Township 
of Minden Hills, the Haliburton Highlands Cycling Coali- 
tion and the Haliburton Real Easy Ryders. But wait.... I’m 
getting ahead of myself. 

The night before and moments into the tour I had flirted 
with the notion of riding with the same intensity as nor- 
mal, staying with the lead group of cyclists, flirting with a 
perceived chance at victory. However my usual rides only 
last two or three hours so with a ride double that duration 
I should have known better than to be so rash. 

Under a gloomy sky we rode off from the Minden Hills 
Fairgrounds, chatting and introducing ourselves to each 
other before the ride group would splinter off into several 
groups and a scattering of riders. 

I’m a slow starter and when the strongest riders broke 
from the pack I let them go, thinking I could catch them 
with a strong enough effort. That was my intention. Did I 
mention I change my mind a lot? 

After staying with the second small chase group for a 
few minutes in the first 10 or so kilometres, I started to 
push my speed, increasing my cadence (cycling parlance 
for more pedal rotations per minute), tucking low, hands 
on my drop-down handlebars, looking for the next cy- 
clist to pass, riding into a headwind. I felt good, fresh and 
ready to make an attempt to catch that lead group of cy- 
clists while out on Highway 118. 

Just ahead I could see a cyclist. He was a yellow blur 
and I slowly made my way to him. Together the first climb 
loomed before us just west of Carnarvon. It stood tall, 
sweeping to the right and out of view. I knew it well from 
a few rides out to Bracebridge and back to Haliburton. It 
was nice to have it at the start. After the pair of us made it 
up and over and south onto Hwy. 35 we were directed to 
turn right for the first aid station. 

A quick break to refill and we were off, but for some 
reason I stopped my pursuit and waited until the small 
band of riders I had met earlier came and joined them 
and stayed loyal to the group, working with them and 
took turns riding at the front to break the force of the wind 
throughout the ride - riding in a paceline. There were two 
women, both from a cycling racing team, and three guys. 
Unfortunately no number of riders was going to lessen 
the effort required to get up and over the many hills in the 
county. My body thanked me in retrospect since I wasn’t 
too tired after the tour, except I haven’t slept so much 
since returning from Europe a year ago. 

For those unfamiliar with the area for cycling the tour, 
which offered three distances (40 km, 70 km, 150 km) and 
encouraged family participation, it is a magnificent meth- 
od to see the some of the best cycling routes in Haliburton 
County that included visits to Haliburton, Fort Irwin and 
Eagle Lake. From the sweeping views of the hilly terrain 
and pristine lakes that dot the geography to the hidden

away gems of the past such as St. Peter’s Church in Stan- 
hope that harken back to a simpler time before life was 
made easier by the latest and greatest techno gadget. 

This was something I was able to appreciate more in- 
stead of the pain that would have occurred had I tried 
to stay with the lead group that averaged more than 30 
km/h. 

Bear in mind we were not exactly slouches either. 
With an average speed of just under 30 km/h we were a 
respectable group and considering the fluctuation of el- 
evation that pushes at least a few hundred metres around 
the Highlands it’s an achievement in its own right even if 
it wasn’t a Herculean effort like the cyclists from the lead 
group. 

In fact one such gentleman, who ended up finishing the 
distance well under five hours when he flew through the 
finishing area at approximately 12:30 p.m., is one of them. 
He was at least 20 minutes head of anyone else I recall 
and would put his effort up there as heroic. 

I do not have any delusions that I will ever be like him 
even if I had the time or the inclination for the training. 
I’m quite lazy. 

I don’t feel that bad considering he will be competing 
in the Ironman (triathlon race) in Pentiction, British Co- 
lumbia in less than two weeks - a competition that takes 
more than 10 hours. 

I’ve chased him down in a few Sunday morning rides up 
and down a few series of hills, but during a ride when he 
has already ridden 60 - 90 km just before. It’s humbling to 
say the least. 

In the last two kilometres I could barely turn the pedals 
as the miles took their toll. Needless to say I had some dis- 
comfort from being in the saddle for close to six hours. 

Just before 2 p.m. I rolled through the finishline, smil- 
ing. Although I finished a few pounds lighter and lot 
more tired than when I set out, I was left with a sense of 
accomplishment that I haven’t felt since completing a 
half-marathon several years ago. It is not made any less 
significant because my completion will not go down in the 
annuls of cycling folklore or that I didn’t finish in the lead 
group. Will I imagine myself winning the Tour de France? 
Sure. Am I going to try to live out the fantasy on every 
ride? Probably. But for this ride I did something that I set 
out to do and enjoyed the journey for what it was - a great 
experience with great people in a spectacular setting.

humourously by Sheryl Loucks. 

It turns out the man shot at Queen’s Park, activist 
Dan James, played by Aaron King, is the boyfriend of 
Payne’s daughter Vera, played by Monica Sullivan, 
and both return to the house following Payne’s depar- 
ture to bed. 

King does a convincing job of making one believe he 
has a bullet lodged in his arm and Sullivan of portray- 
ing hysterical concern as Vera hurriedly moves furni- 
ture to address James’s wound. 

After friends Lila Ross, played by Kaily Schell, and 
Dr. Ciaran Doyle, played by Arlen Mighton, arrive 
to deal with James’s bullet wound, the two couples 
decide to escape the city and head for the Haliburton 
Highlands for a weekend of dancing and romancing at 
the Golden Slipper. 

For the play’s second act, the stage had been convert- 
ed to a nightclub, complete with candles topping small 
tables and an art deco backdrop. 

Adding a swinging touch of reality to the ambiance 
was Jazz Kitchen, portraying Hap Holliday and the 
Holideers, who filled the tent with toe-tapping rendi- 
tions of 1930s standards. 

The booze-infused conversations of the characters 
turns to Spain’s Francisco Franco and their collective 
desire to travel to the country in an effort to save the 
people there from their government. 

The foursome is eventually tracked down by Payne, 
with Fannie in tow, but the youngsters are able to con- 
vince a concerned but open-minded Payne of the integ- 
rity and importance of their planned mission. 

Confrontation follows when an angry Martin shows 
up to confront the group. 

A perhaps unexpectedly humourous performance 
came from Jazz Kitchen trumpeter Hugh Taylor, whose 
languid portrayal of Hap Holliday reading advertise- 
ments for Sears Silvertone radios had audience mem- 
bers cracking up. 

Fay’s writing utilizes the dialogue of the time along 
with subtle humour and wit to tell a story of hope and 
idealism in what was arguably the darkest decade of 
the last century. 

Like many of his other works, his inclusion of local 
history brings an a sense of reality to the production. 

The play also includes overtones of the sexist atti- 
tudes that were inherent in North America society dur- 
ing the first half of the last century. 

The Golden Slipper is directed by Emily Stonehouse 
and produced by the Conjurors of County Town.

t’s hard to leave the cottage 
i once you finally get there. Ours, 

on the north shore of Redstone

That bird had been following our boat 
all morning, hoping to take advantage of 
our charity.

A heron should be so lucky. 

But though we caught many fish that 
morning — including a few rock bass that 
would have fit the bill - we did not feed 
Big Blue. 

That heron, like us, needed to catch a 
few of its own fish. 

For us, it was a matter of reconnecting 
not only as a family, but also as card-car- 
rying carnivores, to the living, breathing 
meaning of the meat we eat. 

There’s nothing like catching or shoot- 
ing your own food to remind you that 
we're all part of the food chain.

For a heron, and sometimes for us, that 
means getting your feet wet. 

Still, there is something special about 
Big Blue. 

If it is the same bird, this is the second 
year that I know of that he has gathered 
food the easy way. 

And though it seems unnatural, I’m 
starting to think that it is actually the 
way of things, if the opportunity arises. 

This is why bears visit bird feeders and 
garbage cans. It is why eastern wolves 
are sometimes bold enough to take small 
pets or why chipmunks eat peanuts out 
of your hand. 

It’s why you can train fish to be fed 
at the dock and it is why we go to the 
supermarket. The need for an easy meal 
is just one thing we can all relate to. 

Everything that lives wants to expend 
less energy. Everything that lives wants 
to avoid risk. 

The process of gathering food in the 
wild is hard and uncertain enough, so 
when a sure thing comes your way, why 
not take advantage of it? 

There isn’t a creature alive that won't 
eventually do so. 

Yet at the same time, there is danger 
in becoming too dependent on the easy 
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meals. And nothing good can come from 
forgetting where your food truly comes 
from. 

Sure things have this way of drying 
up. Hunting and fishing skills get rusty 
if left unused. 

Not feeding that heron was, in the 
short term a bit cruel. But in the long run 
it didn’t do that bird any harm — despite

my daughter’s protests to the contrary. 

After all, herons like Big Blue could 
teach anglers like me a thing or two 
about fishing and hunting. And, if tak- 
ing an easy meal is a natural thing for all 
of us, giving one away is not. 

I’ve never had a heron drop a fish in 
my boat.

~~ ow does a young female hockey player, who 

traded body checks with the boys, go from the 

= ®— mayhem of athletics to the rarified air of the 
theatre? For Emily Stonehouse it all came naturally. 

Stonehouse was born in Peterborough in 1991. When 
she was four the family moved to Haliburton; father 
Robert to teach woodworking at the local high school, 
and mom Karen to be a social worker. 

After graduating from 
high school in 2009, Emily 
Stonehouse entered the 
University of Ottawa 
where she’s majoring in 
communications. She’s 
going into her second 
year, but it was only a 
while ago that hockey 
was her passion. 

“My younger brother 
Jonathon always played 
hockey,” Stonehouse 
explains, “and I got bored 
sitting around at times, so 
my friend Maddie Ferracuti and I decided to try out 
with the boy’s team.

We stuck with it and eventually joined 
the girl’s high school team, where we played all four 
years.” 

“T liked being part of the hockey team and having 
a common goal,” states Stonehouse, but when she 
entered the University of Ottawa, she wisely decided 
to concentrate on academics. Not many young people 
return to the Highlands seeking summer employment 
during their university years, but Stonehouse was lured 
back this year by an offer she couldn’t refuse. 

“I came back for Michael Fay’s play The Golden 
Slipper, she says with a smile. “I got the script via email 
on Jan. 1. I was having a New Year’s Eve party and I 
spent the evening reading the script. I wasn’t a very 
good hostess, but Michael had already asked me to 
direct the play, and I was very excited to finally get the 
script.” 

Stonehouse didn’t go directly from the sweat of 
hockey gear to the smell of greasepaint. “My dream job 
was to be a reporter, and I worked at the Echo as a co- 
op student,” she says. “But I discovered that journal- 
ism wasn’t for me. I like to plan my week in advance, 
and working for a newspaper wouldn’t allow me that 
structure.” 

“So I started working in the summer of Grade 11 as a 
‘gofer’ for the Highlands Summer Festival,” Stonehouse 
recalls. “Then I started to work backstage as a crew 
member and as an assistant to the stage manager. I 
stayed backstage and worked every show that summer.

and Stonehouse was hooked on theatre. 

That summer saw Stonehouse again working back- 
stage at the Highlands Summer Festival; but she’d 
caught the attention of Minden playwright Michael Fay 
who cast her in his play A River Needs To Run, which 
was performed under the tent at the cultural centre. 

“T thought I loved acting, but then I directed my 
first play in high school called Paper or Plastic. | won 
the award for direction at an adjudicated competition, 
and we also won for capturing the spirit of the Sears 
Festival. Due to one of the actors being absent I also 
had to perform at the competition. I got to experience 
both acting and directing at the same time, but I real- 
ized I was starting to think more like a director.” 

It was as a director that Stonehouse was recruited by 
Fay Martin, who’d written a play called Oh Annie for 
the 2009 Fringe Festival. The play was a success, and 
taking note, Michael Fay offered her the director’s chair 
for The Golden Slipper, which is running at the cultural 
centre on Aug. 18 and 19.
